IMPORTANT SESSION IN ST. LOUIS, 


Plans of Work for Next Year Talked 
Over—No Action Taken Regard- 
ing Party Policy or Plate 
form Planks. 


St. Louis, May 26.—When the confer- 
ence of members of the democratic na- 
tional committee adjourned Thursday 
afternoon at 5:30 o’clock it had taken no 
action regarding the policy of the party 
in the coming presidential campaign, 
and planks for the platform were not 
even discussed. The meeting from first 
to last was one of discussion regarding 
methods of work of next year and the 
Ways and means by which this work 
could best be accomplished. All mem- 
bers were urged to see that the organ- 
ization of the party in their respective 
states is perfected as much as possible, 
and ali preparations be made for the 
tight... The matters of “anti-trust,” 
“anti-imperialism” and silver were not 
touched upon. No action was taken 
regarding them and no recommenda- 
tions were made. The next meeting of 
the conference will probably be held 
in Chicago on July 20, and Chairman 
Jones, of the national committee, has 
been asked to call a formal meeting 
for that date. It is expected that at 
this meeting definite action will be 
taken and the question of what is to be 
the rallying cry of the democracy in 
the fail of 1899 will be determined.

Belmont, of New York, who, in the 
Openening sentence of his speech, 
declared himself in favor of the 
election of Bryan. as_ the demo- 
cratic nominee in 1899. He then 
returned to the foe of the evening—the 
trusts—and hunted them vigorously, 
declaring them the offshoot of the pol- 
icy pursued by the republican party 
during the last 20 years. 

Ex-Gov. John P. Altgeld, of Illinois, 
was the next speaker.

Minneapolis, Minn., May 26.—In the 
Presbyterian general assembly Thurs- 
day morning, D. W. Glass, of Baltimore, 
caused something of a surprise by in- 
troducing a resolution directing Dr.

VICTIMS OF A MOB. 


ather and Two Sons, Suspected of 
Karboring a Murderer, Are 
Lyneched in Texas. 


Houston, Tex., May 26.—Three men, 
sames Humphreys and his two sons, 
were lynched Wednesday night near 
the village of Aley, in Henderson coun- 
ty, a remote neighborhood devoid of 
telegraph, telephone or railway con- 
nections, and about 75 miles southwest 
of Dallas. The Humphreys (colored) 
were farmers. Several months ago Con- 
stable Melton, of the Aley precinct, was 
murdered by a man who had commit- 
ted a crime and whom he was attempt- 
ing to arrest. The people searched the 
country thoroughly, but failed to ap- 
prehend the murderer. The Hum- 
phreys were known to have been on 
friendly terms with the fugitive and 
were suspected of having aided him to 
escape. A few days ago the murderer 
of Melton was seen in the neighbor- 
hood and arrangements to effect his 
capture were made. The Humphreys 
became aware of this and are accused 
of having harbored the murderer and 
of assisting him in making his second 
escape. This enraged the people and 
the lynching of the Humphreys was de- 
cided upon. | 

Wednesday night a mob of 13 masked 
men appeared at the Humphreys home- 
stead and called the father and two 
sons out. They permitted them to see 
the women of the family, whom they in- 
formed in a spirit of charity that the 
men were to be taken to Malakoff, a few 
miles distant, before a justice of the 
peace, and perhaps to the county jail 
at Athens. When morning arrived the 
women sent a courier to Malakoff to 
learn what had been done with the men. 
The messengers were.told that the 
Humphreys had not been brought there. 
The women then gave the alarm and 
a searching party was quickly organ- 
ized, the timbers in the vicinity being 
searched. About noon a party of 
searchers came upon the bodies of the 


three men hanging from a limb of a |. 


large oak tree about three miles from 
the Humphreys farm.

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HALE OF HER STOMACH 
_ CUT OUT YESTERDAY. 


A DIE EEOU ES OPERATION PERFORMED AT 
THE HOSPITAL. 


A very rare and most difficult opera- 
tion was performed at the University 
hospital yesterday by Dr. Nancrede, as- 
sisted by Drs. Darling and Sipitzley. 

Mrs. Bunce, of Dundee, was brought 
here for treatment. She was suffering 
from a cancer of the stomach. After a 
thorough diagnosis, the medical author- 
ities came to the conclusion that the 
only possible chance for the prolonga- 
ation of her life was a repetition of the 
famous case—the entire removal of the 
stomach. 

The only authentic case of total ex- 
terpation of the stomach in a human þe- 
ing is given in the New York Medical 
Record, Dec. 25, 1897. The operation 
was performed by Dr. Charles Schilat- 
ter, of the University of Zurich, Swit- 
zerland, on Sept. 6, 1897, but the patient 
only lived a year. In this case a slit 
had been made at the esphagus, or 
opening into the stomach, and another 
at the duodendum, or the commence- 
ment of the first of the small intestines, 
and the stomach removed. The extrem- 
ities were then joined together with dif- 
ficulty. The patient experienced every- 
thing just as if the stomach had not 
been removed. Even vomiting was ex- 
perieniced. It then became an estab- 
lished medical fact that the stomach 


aga a e 


was not a vital organ and that its func- 
tions had been much overrated., 

When the surgeons in the present case 
commenced the operations yesterday it 
was thought that the above famous 
operation would have to be duplicated, 
but upon making an opening into the 
abdomen it was seen that really only 
the lower ‘half (the half nearest the 
small intestines) was affected by the 
cancer. ‘A slit was made at the þe- 
ginning of the small intestine, which 
severed the stomach from it. The half 
of the stomach affected was then cut 
off and all of the large opening thus 
made was sewed together except a 
place just large enough for the small 
intestines to ‘be joined. This small in- 
testine was brought over and sewed to 
the opening left. Then the abdomen 


was sewed up again, and today the pa-_ 


tient is resting very easy from the ef- 
fects of the operation. 

As was stated above, the cases of this 
kind are extremely rare, and it takes 
the most skillful ‘‘kni'fe’’ to perform the 
difficult ‘operation. 

A more detailed account of the case 
was asked for by Dr. Nan'crede, but he 
absolutely refused to talk except to give 
out the bare statement that the opera- 
tion was performed. He gave as his 
reason ‘for his iy Bee ee ethics.”

IN ORDER TO OVERCOME 
A COURT DECISION, 


‘Along balck in 1877 Mr. and Mrs. Jas. 
Waugh, who- lived in York on 40 acres 
of land, wrote tó Harry Webster,’ a 
step-son of Mrs. Waugh, stating that 
they were getting old. There was an 
$800 mortgage on the place. An agree- 
ment was made with Webster whereby 
he was ‘to take care of them and pay off 
the mortgage. Then at their- death he 
was to have the place.’ They | 
deeded him 20 acres ‘of the land. 

Webster went to work, paid off the 
mortgage and took care of the old peo- 
ple and the place. He was given a land 
contract whereby at the death of both 
Mr. and Mrs. Waugh the administrator 
was to give him a deed of the place, but 
this contract was signed oniy by Mr. 
Waugh. 

Mr. Waugh died in ’92 and Mrs. 
Waugh in ’97. Then the other heirs re- 
fused to have the remaining 20 acres 
deeded to Webster. The latter filed a 
bill in the circuit court for the specific 
performance of the contract. It was 
allowed and an appeal was taken tc the 
supreme. court. It was decided that the 
jand was a homestead and in as much 
as Mrs. Waugh did not join in signing- 
the contract, it was invalid. 

Then he filed a claim. fer $2,000 and 
asked for a revival of the commission 
on claims. Testimony is being’ heard in 
the probate court today, and it wiil oc- 
cupy the remainder of the day.

STUDENT BODY 
TAKES A HAND. 


MASS MEETING RESULTS IN GENERAL 
BAD FEELING. 


TWO PROMIMENT SENIFRS COME 10 
BLOWS. 


The mass meeting of Normal students, 
held yesterday afternoon in Normal 
hall for the purpose of discussing the 
difficulty which is on foot between Dr. 
Boone and members of the faculty and 
state board of education, revealed the 
existence of unexpected intensity cf 
feeling in the subject. The friends of 
Dr. Boone were greatly in the majority 
at the meeting, but those who were op- 
posed to his endorsement by the school 
do not hesitate to say that the general 
Student body fear to express their true 
Sentiments, as they believe that Dr. 
Boone would single them out at the end 
of-the year and would interest himself 
in thwarting ‘their attemp‘s to secure 
positions, 

The meeting was called to order by 
Judson Selleck, who announced that W. 
E, Videto would explain the object of 
assembling, Said Mir. Videto: ‘‘You are 
all aware of the object of this meeting 
through the Detroit Free Press, which 
has reported that the state board of ed- 
ucatlon is about to make a change in 
the head of the institution. We believe 
that this is a critical time in the history 
of our school, and that it behooves us as 
students to do our part in helping ‘her 
to weather the gale. The press of the 
state is informing us that a change in 
the office of president is imminent, and 
what does that mean? It means that 
we are about to try an experiment, and 
let me tell you that experiments are a 
dangerous thing when rivals are spring- 
ing up on all sides, as in the case with 
the Normal school. ‘We ‘have had Dr, 
Boone for six years and ‘we know what 
he has done for the school. Another 
man could not possibly do any better for 
the institution, and he might do a great 
Geal worse. As persons who will in a 
short time be endeavoring to secure po- 
sitions on the strength of Normal diplo- 
mas, it is our interests that the school 
lose none of her prestige, a happening 
which is inevitable if Dr. Boone be sent 
from us. Dr. Boone has worked ear- 
nestly and persistently for the good of 
the school, and we should honor him. 
This whole matter looks a good deal as 
if it were the work of politicians, and it 
is my opinion that the Normal should 
be kept above politics. I for one am in 
favor of upholding Dr. Boone in the 
position he has taken.” The words of 
Mr. Videto received applause, but there 
was no astonishing enthusiasm mani- 
fested. 

As a member of ‘the senior class, D. 
W. Kelly was called upon by the chair- 
man and spoke as follows: “It is un- 
derstood by all of you that this meeting 
has no authority in this matter, and 
that our action ‘will probably have no 
material effect upon the outcome; but 
we wish the people throughout the state 
to understand that when we have been 
represented as being’ arrayed against 
Dr. Boone, that it is a mis-statement, 
whether intentional or not. It is fitting 
that such a matter should be adjusted in 
the privacy of the council chamber and 
not 'through the public press.~ (A’p- 
plause.) If the board found the need 
of a change why did they not ettle 
it in the privacy of the council chamber, 
in which~case it would have been no 
concern of ours. Anything aigainst the 
school is against us ag prospective 
teachers from it, and we should do ev- 
erything possible to protect ourselves. 
Dr. Boone has my support, and I be- 


lieve that he deserves the support of all 
of you.” 

George Gannon, of ‘the sophomore 
class, expressed an opinion in favor of 
Dr. Boone, and Sherman Lister fol- 
lowed as a representative of athletic in- 
terests and the Normal News. Said he: 
“As a ‘member of the school I am op- 
posed to the newspaper reports which 
have been circulated for the past few 
days, anid I certainty 'think ‘that they 
I believe that 
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can make any criticisms of our ‘presi- 
dent, but in other respects I think that 
many things can (be said to his discredit. 
Personally I have had afew experiences 
with Dr. Boone, in which I have felt 
that he acted very unjustly. I suppose 
that he thought’ he was working for my 
best interests or ‘the interests of the 
school. I presume that I am not fully 
qualified to decide as to whether his đe- 
cisions were for the good of the scnool 
in general, but I am satisfied that they 
were not for my own personal interests. 
Fdo not think that any one Caud -G0 
better by the. Normal: than \dces Dr. 
Boone, but I know that others will 
agree with men when I say that his 
treatment of the students is not his 
treatment of the institution. Perhaps 
it is his opinion that he is working for 
the interests of the students, but from 
their standpoint he certainly-is not. I 
don’t think that this meeting will ac- 
complish: very much, in fact I do not 
consider that it should, as it is certain 
that we are not getting the sentiment 
of the entire school. . Those who kave 
been interested in athietics for the past 
few years and in other matters of a 
public nature will agree that at times 
Dr. Boone has ‘rubbed it into us pretty 
hard.’ Total désregard of the wishes of 
others may be necessary in the manage- 
ment of a school, ‘Due I do not seet it 
in ‘that way.’’

his feet amending that a formal ballot 
be taken, 

THE LADIES HEARD FROM.

were put ‘to a rising vote and carried by 
449 to 28, many taking no part at all. 


ANOTHER FEMININE) VOICE IN 
OPPOSITION. 
Miss Mildred Smith opened a new 


campaign 'when she ‘spoke against Dr. 
Boone on the grounds that he has not 
paid sufficient attention ‘to the morals of 
the school, and that consequently a re- 
form in that direlction is needed. Miss 
Smith also stated very decidedly that 
the meeting was a good ‘deal of a farce, 
as those opposed ‘to the president were 
absenting themselves as the best way 
of keeping out of the annoyances which 
they believe would follow an expression 
of adverse opinion. 

Meeting on motion then adjourned. 

It is the opinion of students and fac- 
ulty that the meeting aiccomplished 
much more harm ‘than good, as it has 
resulted in an effectual division of the 


entire school on the subject. Each 
scholar has in the past few hours 


formed decided opinions, and is anxious 
to air them at any or all times... So 
warm is the feeling in some quarters 
that within-ten minutes after the close 
of the meeting two prominent members 
of the senior class had come to blows.

Human endurance is seldom so se- 
verely tested as among the . postal 
members of the Chinese government 
between Pekin and Lhassa. These 
messengers are picked and trained 
men, who in times of great urgency 
are required to cover the 4,500 miles 
between the two capitals in thirty-six 
days. This is at the rate of 125 miles 
a day, and the journey is performed on 
horseback, changes being made every 
few miles.

Boone would single them out at the end 
of-the year and would interest himself 
in’ thwarting ‘their attemp‘s to secure 
positions, 3 
The meeting was called to order by 
Judson Selleck, who announced that W. 
E, Viđeto would explain: the object of 
assembling, Said Mr. Videto: “You are 
all aware of the ‘object of this meeting 
through the Detrolt Free Press, which 
has reported that the state board of ed- 
ucation is about to make a change in 
the head of ‘the institution. We believe 
that this is a critical time in the history 
of our school, and tha't it behooves us as 
students 'to do our part in helping ‘her 
to weather the gale. ‘The press of the 
state is informing us that a change in 
the Office of president is imminent, and 
what does that mean? It means that 
we are about to try an experiment, and 
let me tell you that experiments are a 
dangerous thing when rivals are spring- 
ing up on all sides, as in the case with 
the Normal school. ‘We have had Dr. 
Boone for six years and ‘we know what 
he has done for the school. Another 
man could not possibly dio any better for 
the institution, and he might do a great 
Geal worse. As persons who will in a 
short time be endeavoring to secure po- 
sitions on the strength of Normal diplo- 
mas, it is our interests that the school 
lose none of her prestige, a happening 
which is inevitable if Dr. Boone be sent 
from us. Dr. Boone has worked ear- 
nestly and persistently for the good of 
the school, and we should honor him. 
This whole matter looks a good deal as 
if it were the work of politicians, and it 
is my opinion that the Normal should 
be kept above politics. I for one am in 
favor of upholding Dr. Boone in the 
position he has taken.” The words of 
Mr. Videto received applause, but there 


was no astonishing enthusiasm mani-- 


fested. 

As a member of ‘the senior class, D. 
W. Kelly was called upon by the chair- 
man and spoke as follows: “It is un- 
derstood ‘by all of you that this meeting 
has no authority in this matter, and 
that our action ‘will probably have no 
material effect upon the onticome; but 
we wish the people throughout the state 
to understand that when we have been 
represented as being arrayed against 
Dr. Boone, that it is a mis-statement, 
whether intentional or not. It is fitting 
that such a matter should be adjusted in 
the privacy of the council chamber and 
not ‘through the public press.” (A'p- 
plause.) If the board found the need 
of a change twhy did they not settle 
it in the privacy of the council chamber, 
in which<case it would have been no 
concern of ours. Anything against the 
school is against us as ‘prospective 
teachers from it, and we should do ev- 
erything possible to protect ourselves. 
Dr. Boone has my support, and I þe- 


lieve that he deserves the support of all 
of you.’’ 

George Gannon, of ‘the sophomore 
class, expressed an opinion in favor of 
Dr. Boone, and Sherman Lister fol- 
lowed as a representative of athletic in- 
terests and the Normal News. Said he: 
“As a ‘member of the school I am op- 
posed to the newspaper reports which 
have been circulated for the past few 
days, anid I certainly ‘think 'that they 
will hurt the institution. I believe that 
this meeting will do a great deal of 
good, in that it reveals the true position 
of the scholars.” 

Fred Churchill spoke a few words for 
the literary societies of the school: “I 
have been connected with the Normal 


‘on and off for a number of years, anid 


for some time I have given miy attention 
to teaching and the prominent instruc- 
tors of the day. Anyone who is in the 
habit of attending edu'cational conven- 
tions throughout the state, is aware of 
the high rank which Dr. ‘Boone holds 
in his profession. Dr. ‘Boone’s prede- 


| cessor was a noble gentleman, but he 


lacked the aggressiveness to cope with 
the faculty which he found arrayed 
against him. Dr. Boone has the same 
educational abilities as had Prof. Sill, 
and at the same time is able to carry 
out the policy of school management 
upon whiich he has decided. 

On motion the chair appointed the fol- 
lowing as a committee to draw up reso- 
lutions endorsing the policy pursued by 
Dr. Boone and attesting to his fitness 
for his position: E. E. Crook, D. W. Kel- 
ly, G. W. Gannon, G. W. Hand, CAE 
Luxmore, H, A. Kendall, 

MEETING. WARMS UP, 

While the committees were busied 
about their appointed tasks, the-atmo- 
sphere of the meeting became suddenly 
exceedingly ‘warm, ‘Albert Snowden re- 
peated the sentiments of the previous 
speakers in a few sentences, when Mr. 
Enoch Thorne arose to his feet and ut- 
tered the first ‘words of dissent from 
the exemplary sentiments of acquies- 
cence and loyalty which had thus far 
been expressed..

We ought to adjourn 
this meeting at once, and not come to- 
gether again until after the board, has 
informed the pubiic what are ‘the 
charges against Dr. Boone and how they 
were supported or proved alse. That 
will be the time for us to pass resolu- 
tions on the matter. Dr. Boone is all 
right as an educator, but in his treat- 
ment of the students I and many others 
think that there ‘could be great im- 
provement. We are ladies and gentle- 
men;and I hold that we should be treat- 
ed as such,” 

‘After several of the pro-Boone speak- 
ers had been given an opportunity ot 
explaining the error of Thorne’s, Fail- 
ors and Nichols’ ways, George Miller 
moved the adeption of the resolutions 
which had just been reported in by the 
committee, Instantly Nichols was on 
his feet amending that a formal ballot 
ibe taken, 

THE LADIES HEARD FROM. 

Feeling rose higher and warmer words 
were spoken, when Miss Katherine Batt 
took the floor and informed the oppo- 
nents of the secret ballot that they 
were afraid to employ this method of 
arriving at the sentiments of the meet- 
ing, in as much as many would fear 
to register ‘themselves against Dr.

ANOTHER FEMININE) VOICE IN 
OPPOSITION. 

Miss Mildred Smith opened a new 
campaign ‘when she ‘spoke against Dr. 
Boone on the grounds that he has not 
paid sufficient attention ‘to the morals of 
the school, and that consequently a re- 
form in that direction is needed. Miss 
Smith also stated very decidedly that 
the meeting was a good deal of a farce, 
as those opposed ‘to the president were 
absenting themselves as the best way 
of keeping out of the annoyances which 
they believe would follow an expression 
of adverse opinion. 

Meeting on motion then adjourned. 

It is the opinion of students and fac- 
ulty that the meeting aiccomplished 
much more harm than ‘good, as it has 
resulted in an effectual division of the 
entire school on the subject. Each 
Scholar has in the past few hours 
formed decided opinions, and is anxious 
to air them at any or all times. 99 
warm, is the feeling in some quarters 
that within-ten minutes after the clase 
of the meeting two prominent members 
of the senior class had come to blows.
